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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . Claims 1 - 1 0 are presented for examination. The serial no. ' s of the provisional 
application and the related applications is requested in response to this office action. 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. § 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless — 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by 
another filed in the United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for 
patent, or on an international application by another who has fulfilled the 
requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before 
the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

3. Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as being anticipated by Voigt et 
al. (Pat. No. 5,960,451). 

Voigt teaches the claimed "virtual stored data management subsystem" as circuitry 
including administrator module 46 and data storage system 24 shown in figure 2. The 
claimed "one or more hosts" corresponds to computer 22. The claimed "virtual data 
units" corresponds to the logical storage units (LUNs). The claimed "associated 
management information" including "first and second boundaries. . .that limit 
preferences" corresponds to parameters/preferences such as physical capacity, number of 
storage disks, allocated capacity, characteristics of the RAID, percentage to be used (col.

2, line 55 - col. 3 , line 2) performance (col. 4, line 16) and availability (col. 7, lines 26-
